1. On 10 December cHANG Yon=1 ( Sf Ee ), governor of Kwangsi, held a 


25X1 meeting at his home with GUANG Chung-wed (3E, Sh 42 ), commander of the 


49 Army# and ten high-ranking Communist officials.’ The following 
decisions were reached: 


a. To give large-scale aid to the Viet Minh Government after 15 
February. This aid will include the sending of Chinese Commnist 
troops to Indochina in large numbers either ag “volunteers” or in 
Viet Minh uniforms. 


be To prosecute thereughly the plan for suporession of Kwangsi 
guerrillas. Thig plan is a four month program which began on 
15 October and 48 to end on 15 ¥ebruary.** 


2. On 15 Decenbder former Nationalist generals were executed by the Communists 
in conjunction with a plan to uproot all anti-Communist elements. In 
Kwangsi 160,000 persons were arrested. Those eZecuted include’ the following: 
Lieutenant General HUANG Shu-chieh (6 Ke A), deputy commander of the 
Kwangsi Peace Preservation Coros, LI ‘Bua-hsin Ri Ys special 
commissioner of Nanning (108-18, 22-48), LING Ch! BAL ( , i), 
Commissioner of Patse (106-34, 23-55), and TANG Chi ag= ie @).

3e Effective January 1951, all able-bodied men are forbidden to le=ve 
Kwangtung and Kwangsi. There was a éeneral tightening of securi ty 
measures in early January.*** Travelers between Wuchou (111-19, 23=28) 
and Canton were stopped and questioned at least four times by police. 
Travelers without permits were arrested. Mail from Canton to Hong Fong 
is rigidly censored.
